Also Says That if Germany Should Climb Down Serious Trouble is 
Bound to Come From Within, and German Leaders Prefer 
That Trouble Should Come From Without 


London, April 21.—The United States note to Germany 
was handed in at the German foreign office Thursday even- 
ing by Ambasador James W. Gerard, says the Exchange Tele- 
graph’s Amsterdam correspondent, 

The Chancellor, the correspondent adds, has not seen the 
note, as he is at army headquarters, but he has communicated 
with the foreign office by telephone. 

There is little comment in the German newspapers as yet, 
but what there is is violent against the American cabinet and 
President. The Berlin papers will publish the text of the 
note Friday morning. A majority of the papers say they 
will withhold comment until the text is published. 

The foreign office has ordered the press both of Berlin 
and of the provinces to exercise the greatest care in express- 
ing views of the American situation. 

Amsterdam (via London), April 21.—The Berlin Post, comment 
ing on the erisis between Germany and America, says: ‘*We- have 
heard enough of silly reproaches levelled at us by America’s sea-going 
If Washington gentlemen believe that we have nothing 
more important to do than to invstigate whether any cattle driver had 
a lock of his precious hair ruffled while crossing to Europe, then the 
people in the White House are terribly mistaken.

LONDON, April 21 The govern. 
ment last night issued a lengthy sworn 
statement by Horst Von er Goltz, the 
secret agent of the German  govern- 
ment, who is now in the United 
States in custody, giving further de- 
tails of his activities in America 

The statement bristles with dates 
and names of places and of persous as- 
sociated with him 

Von Der Goltz tells ef schemes 
which were considered for raiding 
towns on the Canadian coast of the
